HOW MUCH progress

Look at the 
estimates for treasury spending! 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
seuthau last week estimated total 
expenditures for the fiscal year 1942 
at $19,000,000,000. The fiscal year 
begins July I, 1941. and ends June 
30 1942 A breakdown of tihis figure 
would probably be $6,500,000,000 for 
normal expenditures and 
$12,500,- 
000,000 for national defense.

and could have over-run Germany at wilt any time 
up to the climax of Germany’s rearmament drive, 
had no will to conquer.

Neither did Great Britain, with a 
dominant navy, exercise its naval dominance in any 
one ol a number of ways that lay open to it untt’ 
after Germany had begun to over-run the continent. 
The great unanswered question that the wnr has 
raised tor tire United States is what use it is going 
to make of the war machine it is capable of develop­ 
ing—and is developing with all the rapidity made 
possible by its great wealth and manpower. Specula­ 
tion on the time that will be needed to bring Ameri­ 
can defense as now planned to completion is fruitless, 
but the job probably can be done within four years 
It took German?, facing more difficult problems of 
supply and linance. all of seven years to finish its 
program of military preparation. 
Germany had the advantage throughout its period 
of preparation of knowing exactly what it intended 
to do when the Job was finished 
Its will to conquer, 
which had burned fiercely

politicians and militarists Moro 1914, was rekindled 
with the advent of Hitlerism.

“Our will, the will of the govern­ 
ment and of Hie Greek people------ 
mean resistance to the end fin the 
part of Greek troops, which have 
stubbornly fought beside the Eng­ 
lish allies who rushed to help ps 
and are still fighting on Greek 
territory,” the king said. 
And to the Greek people, engulfed 
by Nazi invaders: “Have courage— 
good days will come again.” 
The fate of the British, badly 
out-numbered and out-gunned even 
before the collapse of Greece's army 
of the northwest, was uncertain. 
Two choices appeared: 
1. 
To abanoon Greece entirely, 
presumably in a “Dunkerque” es­ 
cape with the help of the British 
fleet. 
2. To attempt a hazardous retreat 
through Athens to the Pelepbnno- 
sus, the "watchfob” of southern 
Greece. 
German in.Mary leaders appeared 
to be taking a page from ancient 
history 
by 
turning 
their 
high- 
geared war machine into an action 
paralleling the strategy’ of Xerxes 
who smashed the Greeks and took 
Athens in 480 B. C. 
Spartan King Leonidas formed a 
defense line of 7,000 men in Ther­ 
mopylae pass and repulsed early 
frontal attacks by the Persians, but 
one of their generals reached the 
rear of Leonidas' force through 
another pass. The result was disas­ 
ter for the Spartans. 
Luftwaffe Flies Over 
Like that Persian general who 
went to the rear of the Spartans, 
the German luftwaffe has flown 
over the defenders of Tnermooylae 
and, wave on wave, has pounded 
southern Greece as well as ships in 
Greek ports. 
Athens itself had seven alarms 
in 24*hourg yesterday but was not 
bombed. The raiders struck heavily, 
however, at the port of Piraeus, 
five miles away, and other coastil 
points nearby. 
German 
military’ 
commentators 
said the British were in “full re­ 
treat,” and that the Aegean fight 
had developed into a “verfolgung”— 
a follow-through after a break in 
resistance. The battle, they caid. 
was “nearing the end, 
with 
the 
question remaining how many Brit­ 
ish and now much equipment we 
will capture.'’ 
On Britain home front, tile port 
city of Plymouth was blasted for 
the second successive night in a 
five-hour 
bombing 
attack 
which 
started large fires and caused wide­ 
spread damage. 
The RAF struck again overnight 
at the German naval 
base

Brest, on the French coast.
